‘ng another week In revision and probable
submission to friends, was given to the public
n the Sunday papers of yesterday.

The conduct of this rara avis is too well
Lknown to the reader for us to unnecessarily
waste time in repeating it here. Bat as his
tlefenso is now enterlug on a new style of
oratory, we cannot forbear calling attention
to ita beautics. The opening sentence, in
which Sir Painie SBroNey, Pegasus, Par-
nassus, Symposiums, and laurels are
Jamiliarly introduced, is a fine outburst of
classic knowledge; and, had we not read it
before in an article from the pen of our ex-
Minister to Hong Kong, would have deeply
impressed us with a profound vencra-
tion for the acquirements of the “State
Senator.”

Colorado.

CovrorADpo, the bill for whose admission as a
State has now passed both Houses, and only
awaits the President’s signature to bee yme a
law, was originally carved out of the Territo-
ries of Kansas, Utah, and New Mexico, Ten
years ago there was not a white man residing
within its borders. In the summer of 1838,
a small party of explorers, attracted by the
rumors long prevalent among the Indians of
the existence of gold somewhere about the
head-waters of the Kansas, started ont (rom
Lawrence on a tour of discovery., They tra-
velled as far west as Pike's Peak, which a
number of them—a woman amone the rest—
ascended. They exp ored the country protty
thoroughly, going north until they reached
Cherry creek, near the present site of the eity
of Denver. There they found gold in the sands
of Cherry creek, and as they thought in pay-
Ing quantities,

Members of the company returning to
Kansas brought back specimens of the gold,
and published the discovery. This was late
in the fall of 1858, and was the first the out-
side world knew of the existence of gold in
Colorado. 1he newly diseovered region was
then known under the general coguomen of
Pike’s Peak or the Pike’s Pear country. A
very large immigration rushed to Colorado in
the following spring. the most of the immi-
grants immediately returning in disgust.
indeed, the discoveries of gold which up to
this time had been made were not of a
character to warrant the excitement that had
been aroused. he digzings about Cherry
creek were very limited in extent, and not at
all rich. Still the immigration resulted in
good, for thousands of the new-comers dis-
persed over the country prospecting, and
soon in the mountains west of Denver dis-
covered those rich and extensive deposits of
gold-bearing quartz which have since made
Colorado so famous,

The development of Colorado has been re-
tarded, partly by the war, which diminished
emigration and retarded the flow of caplital,
partly by difficulties encountered in the re-
duction of ils ores, and still more by the dis-
coveries of gold in Montana and Idaho. Its
present population is probably not far from
100,000, Recently more successful methods
of reducing its ores, and saving the gold, have

| been introduced, and a more promising fature

secms opening before it. Denver, its chief
¢ity, has a population of about 10,000, and is

| distant lrom Philadelphia by the most direct

Foraerims and like crimes are getting to
be 80 numerous among us that they scarcely
excite public attention. If some prominent
stock operator or bank officer steals or em-
bezzles several hundred thousand dollars,
the particulars of the affair are read in the
newspapers with little more concern than is
caused by a big fire or a steamboat explosion.
Beyond some such exclamation as “Oh, oh!”
“My eyes!” “What a great rascall” or, by
way of admiring eulogy of the smartnoss
that went In for a great sum instead of a
little one—*A fellow might as well be hanged
for a sheep as a lamb,” the general mass of
the community think little and say less about
the last grand swindle,

It 1s only & few months ago that a youug
man, a son of one of the largest bankers in
New York and o member in the firm of which

involving millions of money. Hea secms to
| have been wso indifferent about the mat-
{ter us respects his own responsibility,
L either to the persons he had wronged

| subsequent proceedings in his case before the

This he
does not tell us, but prates about heart and
gonsclence, popular falth and duty, It is

ecommon for special wonder, and also, per-
baps, 8 fancy that the great wealth and high
business position of his father might possibly
screen the forger from the soclal and legal
consequences of his enormous frauds. Nor
was young KercHUM much out in his calou-

Iations touching the sympathy his situation
would excite, Ho was not only powerfally
defended befors the court that tried him,
but since his convict'on and imprisonment
importunate appeals bave been made by eer-
tain lead'ng merchants and bankers In New
York to the Governor of that State for a
pardon.

Hence. there need be no surprise at the
forgeriea Just perpetrated by a New York
broker named Jous Riss. There was not
much in the case of Mr. Kercuus, junior, to
deter anybody from imitating his exploits;
and though Ross was more modsrate in his
aspirations, he played, neveriheless, for a
pretty nice stake (about $300,000), and had
the sharpness to make off with his booty.
Whether he will be canght or not is doubtful.
whila it I8 pretty certain that if taken and
brought to frial, thers will be more money,
zeal, and influence spent w save him from the
whip of Justice, than to convict and punish
him,

There s one fact in the transciions of
Roas that deserves a remark or two, HRe-
port says i—

“Some days sluee, iL wonld appear, arranse-
ments were made by the forger 1o purchase tifty
thousand dollars in gold from the tirm, sud on
Wednesday atternoon Ross called ju person to
receive the funds. While the money was hoine
counted the purchaser produced s check for
#ixty-tlour thousund and odd dullars, drasn on
the Continental Bang—with which Ross was
kvown to have an account—to the order of the
drawer, snd by him duoly endorsed, As this
chock bore the certification stwmp of the wilse
of the baok, a prudent member of the irm 1ent
& lad to the Continental Bank to assure himselt
of the genuineness of the certification, The trat
leller of the Guancial institution at which the
document wae preseuted, sxamined the paper,

and ot once pronounced the same daoly certi-
tied,"

This shows how carelessly banking busi-
ness, involving thousands o! dollars, is dens
in New York. It would seem almost impos-
gible that the first teller of a bank, with his
suspicions aroused by circumstances, could
declare genuine a forgery of his own certifl-
cation of a check. And yet this actually
ocourred, according to the above-quoted
statement. If, therefore, it shall be concluded
that the act ol the teller could not have been
the result of waut of care or skill in his offics_
then the only other hiypothesis loft is, that the
teller wae an accomplice of Ross o the for-
gery, and this would appear to be the opinion
that hos already obwained in New York., Oune
ol the papers there says :—

“It is rumored that the teller of the instita
tion. beine subsequently called upon to produce
his certitication ovok, to ascertain if the number
of the check was to bo tound thereupon as an
ovidence of s genuineness, declined o do so,
and many ineline to toe belief thwt the paper
passed upon Messra, OnoN1ge & (0. is gonuine.”

Such instances o crime in business circles
are fitted to cause a very general feeling of
distrust, and to hinder the movements o1
trade and finance to the extent that confl-
dence in men’s honesty is weakened. Bat
forgeries and peculations will multiply, unless
a wholesome pubiic sentiment is exerted to
prevent them; and that can never be, so long

as reputedly respectable men try fo protect
criminals like young KuETCcHUM from judicial
condemnation, and, failing in that, next seek
to have them pardoned,

Equity the Best Policy.

It should not be forgotten that, in our en-
deavors to have the late Rebel States recon-
structed upon the basia of justice and essen-
tial republicanism, we are laboring for the
best intereats of all the people of those States.
The lasting welfare of the late slaveholders
and Rebels themselves will be best consulted
by the triumnph of equity. They do not see it
#0, perhaps, yot that is ne reason why equity
should not be enforced by the nation for the
common good.

The oligarchic class at the South cannot
be trusted with even Its own best interests.
It is short-sighted and infatuated. To gratify
its pride and arrogance it would, il lefy to
itselt, bring ruin upon its own head. The
Rebellion is proof of this, No step ecould
have been meore suicidal for the South, yet the
ruling class plunged into it reckless of results:

50, too, with regard to the question of labor
at the South, mpon which its very life as a
eommunity depends, the ruling class s
acting with its sccustomed fatuity, Instead
of seeking to make the blacks, who form the
great mass of the laboring population, con-
tented, snd attaching them to the soll, they
are doing everything possible to oppress and
degrade them. Some are even so demented
as to wish to drive them out of the country
altogether. If left to themselves, the late
slaveholders would forever ruin the material
interesta ol the South.

Again, everybody can see that it is for the
Interest of the South to secure as great an in-
flux as possible of Northern emigration and
capital. But, instead of actinz so as to secure
this desirable end, the ruling class is doing
everything it can to create such a state of so-
clety and public sentiment that no Northern
wan will feel safe in living thers, or in sending
a dollar of money there for investment. Evan
thelr newspapers are becoming flled again
with their old tirades of abuse concerning the
“ Yankees,” and are directly inciting the igno-
rant rabble to their former deedg of violencs
and lawlessness. Upon every great question
which involves the future wellare and pro-
gress of the South, her ruling classes arp ex-
hibiting & degree of folly paintul to contem-
plate.

It Is quite evident that the measure of our
action towards these people should be, not
thelr own queralous demands, not thelr preju-
diced hikes or dislikes, but our own sense of
justice and right. We have the power, and
the moral and political right to use it, and we
ought to use it for the highest good of the
whole people, If these Rebels, who have so

Intely laid down the arms with which they
sought to overthrow the Government, are
dissatisfied with our actiens, let them be dia-
satisfied, Thelr opinion, In view of their late
action, Ia of but little consequence. It is
vastly more important that equity and the
public good should be secured,

EAsr Trxngsaer.—~The movement for
orecting the now State of East Tennessee Is
being vicorously pressed. The Knoxville
Convention has adopted, with almost entire
unanimity, an address to the Legislature of
the State favoring a division. East Tennes-
see is emphatically loyal, watle the western
part of the State Is quite as stronely disloyal.
A bitter state of feeling rxista botween the
two sections, and the movement for a division
Is very popular among the loyal people.
Should the consent of the Legislature be ob-
talned to the proposed eroction of the new
State, the matter will then come before Con-
gress for its approval or rejection.

A CouxTERFEITER was lately convieted
on the testimony of a colored witness in the
United States District Court at Newbern,
North Carolina. Under the old conservative
regime this criminal would have escaped, as
the testimony of a colored parson could not
be received. This was a good arrangement
for eriminals, but a bad one for justice.
